The Chinese Debts. 


It is no doubt difficult for the 
ordinary newspaper reader to 
follow all thatis published, from 
time to tinie, about the indebted-; 
ness of China—to foreign Powers 
and to their nationals. 
news of attempts to raise further 
revenue to meet the creditor 
nations’ demands,.there is talk of 
financial chaos and of money 
being poured out like water in 
militaristic enterprises, and every 
now and again a still, small voice 
may be heard anxiously enquir- 
ing when certain loans are tobe 
honoured, at least to the extent 
of interest due. This is the voice: 
of the comparatively small inves- 
tor,and In the general clamour 
only the bigger creditors seem 
to stand-a chance of obtaining 
a hearing. What the small 
creditors must fear now is 
that not only will . their 
protest be drowned in the noise 
of insistent demands, but that 
their very interests will be jeo- 
pardised by the big liquidation 
which might lie ahead. We had 
a Reuter cable yesterday which 
served to remind us that no in- 
torest’ has been paid to British 
holders of scrip im one of the 
Chinese loans since 1921. .The 
investors must be getting weary 
of waiting for something to be 

one. yet it seems their owD 
Government is impotent to have 
these claims attended to. Cer- 
tainly,. the British authorities 
bave larger issues to worry them, 
and can hardly be blamed if they 
appear indifferent to the rights of 
smaller claimants. The risk: is 
always that the Chinese credit- 
camel's back might suddenly 
break if threats and demands be 
piled on 100 lavishly; and that 
would mean the total loss, per- 
haps, of what a little’ further 
patience might eventually secure.
